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As  Father  Gabriel 
Brinkman  concludes 
his  tenure  as  Quincy 
College's  Chief  Admin- 
istrator and  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trust- 
ees, he  is  most  deserv- 
ing of  this  double  page 
tribute  for  all  that  he 
has  done  for  the  college  as  presi- 
dent. 

Father  Gabriel  first  held  the 
president's  post  from  1963-70, 
during  which  time  total  enroll- 
ment doubled  to  pass  the  2,000 
mark.  Nearly  $5  million  in  con- 
struction and  renovation  began 
during  this  administration.  In 
1966  Padua  Hall,  housing  256 
men,  opened  its  doors  and  the  new 
library  began  operation  in  1967. 
The  College  Center  was  ready  for 
use  in  1969.  By  1971,  construction 
was  completed  on  the  Lind  Street 


Residence  Hall. 

Father  Gabriel  was  elected 
president  for  a  second  time  in 
1977,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
was  increased  to  thirteen  mem- 
bers. During  this  term,  the  presi- 
dent has  been  concerned  with  in- 
creasing the  enrollment  and 
strengthening  the  college's  fiscal 
policy.  He  has  doubled  the  college 
endowment  and  established  the 
college's  computer  center  both  for 
administration  and  academics.  In 
1979,  the  college  was  cited  by  the 
Quincy  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
recognizing  its  120  years  of  aca- 
demic excellence  and  service  to 
the  community. 

Father  Gabriel's  legion  of 
friends  wish  him  continued  good 
health  and  success  as  he  now  di- 
verts his  life's  challenges  into  new 
directions.

A  great  inspiration  in  such  times  is  our  own  St.  Francis 
of  Assisi.  St.  Francis  was  a  medieval  itinerant  who  found 
joy  in  the  role  of  God's  fool.  He  was  committed  to  spiritu- 
ality, finding  peace  in  the  service  and  reverence  of  all  life. 
Through  his  deep  compassion  and  imitation  of  Christ,  he 
generated  a  period  of  reform  and  renewal  in  the  Catholic 
Church.  He  founded  the  Franciscian  Order  in  1209,  the 
order  which  operates  Quincy  College. 

Through  the  example  of  St.  Francis  and  the  spiritual 


escape  we  can  find  in  our  own  chapel,  we  can  keep  in  touch 
with  more  than  grade  pressures,  financial  worries,  and 
getting  to  work. 

The  Quincy  College  Chapel  holds  a  celebration  in  honor 
of  St.  Francis  each  year  on  his  feast  day.  The  Chapel  was 
redecorated  in  1970  in  Byzantine  theological  art.  Natural- 
ism is  suppressed  in  the  art  form  to  emphasize  the  super- 
natural elements  of  our  religion.  Fr.  Thomas  Brown  OFM, 
chairman  of  our  Art  Department,  did  the  art  work  in  our 
chapel.  We  can  be  very  proud  of  the  beauty  of  our  chapel 
and  the  heritage  given  us  by  St.  Francis  of  Assisi.

Sunday,  February  13,  was  the  date  of  a 
4-hour  long  food  drive,  spearheaded  by 
the  Quincy  College  Student  Senate  and 
supported  by  the  Quincy  Education  Con- 
sortium. Twenty-five  teams,  including  re- 
presentatives from  Quincy  College,  Gem 
City  College,  John  Wood  Community  Col- 
lege, and  Quincy  Senior  High  School,  col- 
lected nearly  four  tons  of  food!  The  drive 
was  held  to  secure  food  for  needy  and  un- 
employed Quincy  residents.  Roy  Schmidt, 
food  drive  chairman  and  Student  Senate 
member,  indicated  that  this  was  the  most 
successful  drive  to  date:  2,000  more 
pounds  of  food  than  in  previous  drives.

A  club  on 
campus,  the  Student  Society  of  Professional  Accountants 
(SSPA)  which  is  also  known  as  the  Accounting  Club,  of- 
fered students  a  chance  to  learn  about  their  profession 
through  authorities  in  the  field  appearing  at  the  college. 
The  Club  provided  a  variety  of  speakers  including  public 
and  private  businesses  as  well  as  government.

The  service  was 
offered  in  conjunction  with  the  Volunteer  Tax  Assistance 
program  coordinated  through  the  Internal  Revenue  Ser- 
vice. 

The  social  atmosphere  of  the  club  allowed  for  an  inter- 
mingling of  career  dreams  and  personalities  with  fellow 
students.  Members  began  their  year  with  a  wine  and 
cheese  gathering  and  closed  with  a  picnic  in  the  spring  as  a 
final  send  off  for  graduating  seniors  ready  to  hit  the  work 
world.  Teams  were  also  formed  in  the  Intramural  bowling 
and  volleyball  sports  program.

Scandal  And  Shift  In 
Election  1982 


The  1982  elections  will  be  remembered  in  Illinois  for  many 
years  as  the  one  of  the  ballot-scandal  in  the  race  for  the 
governorship.  After  a  tough  race,  incumbent  James  Thomp- 
son, a  Republican,  appeared  to  have  won  the  election  by  a 
shy  margin,  yet  because  many  ballots  were  water  damaged,  it 
was  impossible  to  know  who  actually  received  the  popular 
vote.  Democrat  Adlai  Stevenson  conceded  to  Thompson 
after  weeks  of  embarrasing  recounts  and  political  maneuvers. 
James  Thompson  retained  the  Governorship  of  Illinois,  be- 
ing the  first  official  to  hold  the  chair  for  three  terms. 

The  November  elections  also  brought  about  many  inter- 
esting political  contests  in  Adams  County,  and  throughout 
the  U.S.  because  it  was  the  first  election  after  the  1980  cen- 
sus. Because  voting  districts  are  based  on  population  concen- 
tration, after  each  census  the  districts  must  be  redrawn.  This 
remapping  showed  its  effects  in  Adams  County  in  the  race 
for  State  Representative.  Where  there  were  previously  two 
representatives  from  our  area,  the  population  allowed  for 
only  one  seat.  In  this  election,  two  incumbants,  Democrat 
Mike  McClain  and  Republican  Jeff  Mays  were  pitted  against 
each  other.  Mays  held  his  seat  in  the  State  House. 

Dick  Durbin,  in  a  tough  race,  defeated  Republican  Paul 
Findley  for  a  seat  in  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives. 

Other  races  of  state  and  local  importance  shaped  the  poli- 
tics of  our  government.

Amidst  injuries  and  eligibility  difficulties,  Quincy  Col- 
lege managed  once  again  to  win  20  games.  The  Hawks  (20- 
10)  ended  their  1982-83  season  in  Chicago  against  Chicago 
State,  trying  to  repeat  as  District  20  Champions. 

After  the  holiday  season,  Quincy  was  9-2,  ranked  #  17  in 
the  nation  and  had  just  won  their  fifth  Holiday  tourney 
crown.  Then  came  the  loss  of  key  backcourt  players  who 
suffered  academic  problems  and  Quincy  was  forced  to 
adjust  their  line-up  and  search  for  a  new  combination. 
Amazingly,  every  Hawk  player  started  at  least  one  game 
during  the  season  which  showed  the  problems  Coach 
Sherrill  Hanks  had. 

The  Hawks  biggest  highlight  came  on  February  16, 1983 
when  Quincy  ousted  Chicago  State  63-62  who  at  the  time 
ranked  #1  in  the  nation.

Calculations  have  it  that  in  the  past  four  years,  the 
number  of  students  interested  in  computer  science 
courses  at  Quincy  College  has  increased  steadily  at  48% 
each  year.  Part  of  this  increase  is  attributed  to  minoring 
students  looking  for  a  background  in  computers.  In 
keeping  up  with  course  enrollment,  the  Computer  Sci- 
ence Department  has  also  grown,  jumping  from  a  one 
faculty  department  prior  to  1980  to  the  current  count  of 
three  full  time  staff  members  and  four  part-timers 

Catering  to  these  increases,  a  dramatic  change  took 
place  in  the  summer  of  '82  when  an  additional  20  new 
terminals  were  hooked  up  to  the  college  owned  DEC 
PDP  II  computer.  Now,  students  of  all  course  levels 
have  unlimited  access  to  a  total  of  30  computer  termi- 
nals. A  renovated  computer  room  houses  the  new  equip- 
ment located  in  Room  141  of  the  main  Adminis- 
tration building.  Junior  and  senior  student  consultants 
are  always  on  hand  to  assist  beginners  during  computer 
room  hours.  In  addition,  there  is  a  Computer  Club  on 
campus  which  offers  the  opportunity  to  share  a  com- 
mon pursuit  of  interest. 

Causing  a  nationwide  wave  in  all  aspects  of  living,  the 
computer  has  moved  in  to  offices,  schools  and  more 
recently,  the  home-front.  80%  of  Americans  are  expect- 
ed to  own  a  home  computer  in  the  near  future  according 
to  a  1983  poll  by  Yankelovich,  Skelly  and  White.  Com- 
puters can  predict  weather,  process  checks  and  even 
diagnose  a  sick  poodle.  Computers  made  popular  the 
declining  quarter  in  this  nation  through  video  games 
and  arcades.  It  is  a  common  sight  to  see  students 
swarming  around  the  "Ms.  Pac  Man"  machine  located 
in  the  Student  Center  along  with  a  variety  of  other 
video  games.

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HANDICAPPED  AWARENESS  PROGRAM

A  number  of  visiting  lecturers  graced  the  campus 
during  the  school  year,  adding  additional  enlighten- 
ment to  the  regular  flow  of  information  that  comes 
from  the  classroom. 

Ken  Weber,  nationally  known  hypnotist  and  menta- 
list,  demonstrated  the  incredible  powers  of  the  mind 
based  on  a  system  that  began  with  the  Greeks.  He 
explained  the  techniques  that  convert  abstract  formu- 
las into  images  that  can  be  easily  recalled. 

Candy  Cumming,  registered  dietician  and  specialist 
in  corporate  health  promotion,  spoke  about  fad  diets, 
diet  aids,  exercise,  and  other  concepts  relating  to  nutri- 
tion. She  has  been  in  private  practice  in  San  Diego  for 
nine  years,  and  authored  the  newly  released  book,  "Eat- 
er's Guide:  Nutrition  Basics  for  Busy  People." 

Kent  Stickler,  former  Quincy  College  netter  and 
State  tennis  champion,  outlined  five  specific  qualities 
of  effective  leadership:  honest  communication,  solving 
problems  so  no  one  loses,  having  effective  meetings, 
attaining  a  reasonable  mean  between  taskmaster  and 
human  relations  specialist,  and  being  always  positive. 
He  also  suggested  that  we  learn  to  shift  "into  ear  gear 
from  mouth  gear"  and  spoke  on°  management  by  con- 
sensus.

tion  and  economic  recovery  would  be  carried  out.  Both 
predicted  a  modest  recovery  in  1983. 

Joseph  Musolino,  president  of  the  Republic  Bank  in 
Dallas,  cited  America  as  the  most  diversified  and  largest 
marketplace  in  the  world,  even  though  it  is  no  longer 
the  fastest  growing,  the  most  modern,  and  is  not  at  top 
average  wage  level.  He  predicted  that  the  high-tech 
capabilities  of  America  will  enable  us  to  assume  a  new 
leadership  role. 

Robert  Cusumano,  alumnus  and  first  deputy  commis- 
sioner of  aviation  for  the  city  of  Chicago,  spoke  on  the 
effects  of  the  new  federal  de-regulation  of  airlines  and 
their  impact  on  O'Hare  International  Airport. 

Dr.  Star  Carey,  experienced  consultant  and  business- 
man, presented  a  lively  narrative  with  over  75  slides 
illustrating  how  magazines  and  newspapers  utilize 
women  and  sex  as  a  theme  to  sell  everything  from  tires 
to  concrete.  His  presentation  was  one  of  humorous  de- 
scription as  well  as  one  of  insightful  analysis. 

Fr.  Robert  Karris  O.F.M.,  was  the  Bonaventure  lec- 
turer, speaking  on  "Luke-Artist  and  Pastoral  Theolo- 
gian." He  showed  how  the  author  of  the  Third  Gospel 
used  his  literary  artistry  to  address  the  needs  of  his 
communities  of  faith. 

Moya  Lear,  wife  of  the  late  favorite  son  of  Quincy  Bill 
Lear,  who  is  credited  with  over  150  patents  including 
the  well  known  Lear  Jet,  was  the  final  speaker  of  the 
year.

Quincy  College  students  were  offered  the  chance  to

'82 


During  the  Fall  Semester  of  1982,  WWQC,  the  college's 
90.5  FM  radio  station  increased  its  power  from  10  to  110 
watts  thus  enabling  the  voice  of  Quincy  College  to  be  shared 
with  local  and  area  residents  located  within  a  50-mile  radius. 
Prior  to  this  expansion,  WWQC  served  only  those  tuning  in 
within  a  very  close  proximity  to  the  college  itself.  In  order  to 
provide  a  fuller,  richer  sound,  the  college  station  also  "went 
stereo." 

Approximately  35  students  pool  their  talents  in  an  effort 
to  produce  a  successful  program  suitable  for  a  wide  variety  of 
musical  tastes.  WWQC  broadcasts  twelve  hours  per  day,  in- 
cluding ninety  minutes  of  educational  programming.  The 
daily  agenda  also  features  jazz,  original  sound  tracks,  classi- 
cal, adult  contemporary,  and  hard  rock  music. 

Students  opting  for  a  career  in  radio  broadcasting  also  find 
that  the  college  facility  provides  practical  on-the-job  training 
in  perfecting  their  craft.

College  students  employed  as  tutors  in  the  Q  C  Reading 
Center  were  met  daily  during  3:30  -  5  p.m.  with  the  challenge 
of  battling  reading  deficiencies  in  their  younger  genders.  As 
teachers  in  a  one  on  one  situation,  they  designed  and  taught 
lesson  programs  for  students  ranging  from  grades  kindergar- 
ten through  twelve,  giving  positive  reinforcement  for  a  cor- 
rective and  remedial  solution  to  reading  problems. 

Tutor  positions  ideally  offered  those  students  majoring  in 
education  a  before-the-real-thing  experience  and  other  non- 
major  students  the  chance  to  increase  their  communication 
skills. 

The  Reading  Center  at  the  college  has  been  a  flourishing 
program  since  1972,  first  developed  by  Ann  Mary  Gullen, 
associate  professor  of  education  and  director  of  the  Center.  In 
the  fall  of  '82,  Miss  Gullen  announced  her  retirement  as 
Director  of  the  Reading  Center,  selecting  the  Rev.  James 
Kelly,  O.F.M.,  as  her  competent  successor.
